PRICE  CONTROL 


The  system  whereby 
Trade  Board  expects  that  it  Is  going  to  be  assisted 
in  lU  purposes  by  those  who  will  volunteer  in- 
formaUon  about  charges  made  for  goods  which 
are  believed  to  be  in  excess  of  those  that  should 
be  charged  (foes  not  seem  to  be  working  out 
successfully  First  of  all.  consumers,  without  a 
great  deal  of  trouble,  cannot  ascertain  what  were 
the  prices  charged  prior  to  the  time  the  price 
ceilings  came  Into  effect.  Secondly,  U would  Uke 
a staff  of  accountants  to  keep  check  on  the  price 
increases  that  are  sanctioned  from  time  to  tunc 
by  authority.  Thirdly,  there  la  a strong  disposi- 
tion among  a vast  majority  of  the  people  not  to 
play  the  role  of  common  informer.  Fourthly, 
those  who  might  be  dUposed  to  accept  this  role 
could  never  be  sure  of  their  ground  and  therefore 
will  not  waste  the  time  or  put  themselves  in  the 
poslUon  of  being  made  ridiculous. 

Why  the  WarUme  Prices  and  Trade  Board 
should  want  housewives  or  others  to  act  as 
informers  where  it  is  suspected  that  illegal  prices 
are  being  charged  is  not  clear.  That  board  has  a 
multiplicity  of  officials.  What  Is  all  the  personnel 
I it  has  engaged  from  one  end  of  the  country  to 
the  other  doing  ? There  should  be  some  explana- 
Uon  of  this.  The  pomt  that  stKks  out  most 
clearly  in  the  minds  of  consumers  is  the  fact 
that  prices  continue  to  advance,  and  that,  there- 
i fore,  there  must  be  more  exceptions  than  rules 
in  the  administration  of  the  WarUme  Prices  and 
■ Trade  Board  In  the  main,  apart  from  the 
' iheave.v  of  orders  published  in  The  Canada 
Oasetle.  which  are  not  seen  by  .1  per  cent  of  the 
I population  of  the  country,  and  least  of  all  by 
those  most  Interested,  most  of  the  statements 
I Issued  by  the  Board  deal  too  much  with  gener- 
alisations. 

It  was  suggested  from  the  very  beginning  of 
so-called  price  control  that  ^thc  Board  should 
publish  the  maximum  prices  that  could  be 
charged  for  all  commodities  and  circulate  these. 
It  would  be  necessary  to  revise  the  list  from 
Ume  to  time,  but  at  least  U\en.  de.spUe  the  fluctu- 
ations to  which  the  Board  gives  authority  In  so 
' many  Instances  and  so  often,  the  consuming 
public  would  have  some  idea  of  what  should  be 
I>ald  for  goods  as  decreed  by  governmental 
authority.
